In response to the restriction requirement mailed November 28, applicants elect 
SEQ ID NO:57 with traverse. The requirement is traversed on the basis of lack of undue burden. 
It is noted that in both parent and grandparent cases (US 6,1 14,1 16 and US 6,358,686) ten 
sequences were searched apparently without undue burden. Moreover, prosecution was 
extremely brief in both cases again suggesting that no undue burden would result to the present 
Examiner from examining ten sequences. Such would also be consistent with MPEP 803.04 p 
"It has been determined that normally ten sequences constitute a reasonable number for 
examination purposes/' If the light of the above the Examiner is persuaded to examine ten 
sequences, applicants also elect SEQ ID NOS: 58, 60-62, 64, and 66-69.
